This application has been reconsidered. Claims 52-64 are pending. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 52, 53, 54, 55, 56, 57, 58, 59, 60, 61, 62, 63, and 64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 

102(b) as being anticipated by Petruchik et al (Petruchik) (U. S. 5,619,738). 

With respect to claims 52, 53, 54, and 55, Petruchik discloses a digital camera (column 5, 
lines 50-54) comprising a memory (40) which is separable from the camera; means for capturing 
picture information corresponding to an image and storing the picture information on the memory 
while the memory is attached to the camera (column 5, lines 50-54); and a control information 
processor (76) for signaling to the memory (column 5, lines 50-54) how the image derived from 
the picture information is to be rotated during imaging of the image according to a user operation 
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(column 4, lines 46-65) when the memory is separated from the camera (which reads on selecting 
a print format) (column 4, lines 38-66), the signaling initiated after the picture information is 
captured (column 4, lines 38-45), and a display unit (48) for displaying according to a user 
operation a rotated image of the picture information (which reads on changing the image format 
and horizontal or vertical orientation of the image) (the abstract, lines 3-6). 

With respect to claims 56, 57, 58, and 59, Petruchik discloses changing the rotation angle 
by 90^ (which reads on rotating the image in a vertical or horizontal manner (column 4, lines 59- 
66). 

With regard to claims 60-64, Petruchik discloses that the display image is adapted to the 
size of the display unit when changing the rotation angle (which reads on the panel displaying a 
full picture during the editing process, which includes rotation) (column 4, lines 38-45). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 7/21/03 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant submits that Petruchik does not disclose rotating the image itself The 
Examiner disagrees. Petruchik discloses that the orientation of the print image, between vertical 
or horizontal is selected by depressing input element 59 (column 4, lines 59-61) and changing the 
image format and horizontal or vertical orientation of the image (the abstract, lines 3-6). 
Applicant also submits that the memory (40) of Petruchik does not store editing information. 
Again the Examiner disagrees. Petruchik discloses that editing data is recorded magnetically on

the film and data recorded magnetically on the film may be recorded on the floppy disk (40) 
(column 4, lines 13-20 and lines 25-37).
